At least thirty prostrations were 
reported to the police today, and there 
undoubtedly many more after the sultry 
Bight. The day opened at 80 decrees 
shortly alter sunrise, and from that the 
mercury rose to 84 thie afternoon, what 
breeze there was was from the south, 
and it came like a hot blast from tt fur- 
nace. The clamor of ambulance wheels 
told the fate of the suffering. The hos- 
pitals were busy and many of those 
taken in today have a poor chance of re- 
covery.

murdered "Buck" Montgomery, a brave 
express messenger, and at tbe same 
time wounded tho driver and a passenger 
of the held-up Etsco, appears to bave 
been as much In tbo nature of a stern 
rebuke to maudlin sympathy for desper- 
ate criminals, au(Mo B i'ne of defense 
unwarranted by the fncte and surround- 
ing circurnBtancuf, us a dutermination to 
mete out Eumruary juetice for tlie not un- 
common crimes of robbery and murder. 


The crime in itself waa cowardly and 


bloody, but it iH belisved that the law 
•would have been permitted to take its 
course had not tbe citizens of Redding 
become doubly incensed by the action of 
Borne of tbe women ol thattoivn. These 
misguided creatures showed their sym- 
pathy, admiration, or whatever the de- 
praved sentiment may be, for theee brn- 
tal robbers end murderers in euch an 
open and shameless way that the com- 
munity felt itself scandalized and indig- 
nation rose to a fever beat.
